The by laws prevented any 
member of .the Council front uttering word* 
diiteepeetful to any member ol the Council, 
I/ so he eeuldnot place upon the paper any 
motion so cliatly diareapentful to the head of 
the Council as the motion now about to be 
brought forward. 

Mr. JnsavnsoK and Alderman Alxek objected 
to the motion u premature. For aught that ap- 
peared to the contrary, the Councillor might 
propose a different resolution, in which the 
matter aaid to bo offensive might be with- 
drawn. 

Alderman Fishe a contended that the notice 
placed officially upon the business paper was 
the only thing which the Council ouuid take 
cognizance of, inaamuoli as it was not compe- 
tent to the mover to make any alteration rn this 
proposition. 

Mr. TaoewvoN oon eurred in tbe opinion that 
the objection taken by Mr. Flood was prema- 
ture-. 

Mr. Stat nana contended that it wu wholly 
irregular lo stop him until he had actually 
made a motion, or uttered expressions wHiee, 
werfi actually irr«|u]sr and oflenalwe* 

Mr, LiT-rLU took a similar view. 

Mr. Rddsuti also contended that the ob- 
jection could not bo maintained. Tho by-law 
only related to offensive language nr an impu- 
tation of unworthy motives made by one mem- 
ber towatdi another. 

The Match ruled that the notice must be 
considered to be before tbe Council, and the 
fourteenth standing cider provided that when- 
ever any miller of older arose it should be at 
once taken into consideration. Hia first tm- 
urersion was that the objection was premature, 
but upon mature contiderktlon he was bound 
be felt to hold that the business paper was fully 
under the cothuanee of tht- Mayer, Ha would 
have been better pleated to have been lettered 
from the task ef deciding upon this mo lion, but 
he wsa bound nsrertheies to decide steer ding 
to his best ability arid according to law. 

Mr. Fioob now 'proceeded to read the mm!-' 
lotion, and to eontehd that 1 the ntotiaa wte! 



City, ind even went the length of imputing 
Injustioo to the law of the land. 

Mr. SiHBom contended that the resolution 
and its effect had been misquoted. It was 
quite pocsihle that they might view with re- 
epcet a party placed in a particular voaition, 
hut might conceive that he was not fitted, in 
that position, to carry weight. 

Alderman Fnnait contended ihat the effect 
of tho resolution being to SaScrt that they WPre 
nDt bound to reapeat the chief officer of the 
city in hia oiEelnl position. Its direct effect 
was to aascrt that the position of the Mayor 
was not tu, honourable cue, nnd therefore to 
the last degree personal and offensive. 

Alderman UnotiQlrrus Argued that the objec* 
tion came too late. The Mayor bad ineffeot be- 
come cognisant of this motion at the time of its 
entry upon the bueirieas paper, whloh, at 
every other business transacted in the Town 
Hat], was according to custom submitted ta 
tbe Mayor, By calling the meeting, signing 
the business paper, and causing this among 
other notices to be posted on the Town Hall, 
the Mayor had virtually ruled that the motion 
wu a proper one. 

Mr. JossrniOK pointed out that as Um 
Major had no power to interfere with the 
making up of the business paper, tha latter ob- 
jection could nat apply. The motion, how- 
ever, he thought was ana wbluh the Council 
could entertain. It wae in tho nature of a vote 
of want of confidence in the Chair, and auCh 
votes were discussed and arrived at in superior 
Houses of Legislature, The motion, however, 
was one with which be could not concur, bt- 
csuee ho felt bound to support the Chair with- 
out reference to Che manner in which the ep. 
pain latent had been made. 

Alderman Allsh thought that the resolution 
mighthiTO been ftiily excluded by the Mayor, 
as an offensive one, from the buaineai paper : 
but even now tho Mayor could fairly and pro- 
perly lefuie to put such a motion. 

Mr. Little concurred in the view taken by 
Alderman Broughton. If the Mayor had re- 
fused to call a meeting to consider the matter, 
Hr. Simmons could have caused a special 
meeting to be called, To reject it at the pro- 
tent lime, therefore, would be to leave the 
mover without a remedy. 

Dr. TienNRtr concurred in the belief that the 
motion was Irregular, Placed tn the chair by 
the decision of tbe highest tribunal in the land, 
the Council was hound to support the Mayor 
in hid official position, 

The Maioa declared that the molten was 
irregular. Being lawfully placed in hia posi- 
tion by the votes of a pnmbsr of the citizens, 
and the decision of the Judges of tha land, he 
was bound to see that no motions were put 
from tho chair which were in themselves dis- 
orderly, either as reflecting upon himself or any 
other member of the Council. Hit dnty aa 
Mnyor was simply to call the meetiogs, with- 
out reference to the motions which were to he 
discussed. He had no authority to suppress 
any such motion. And, aa a matter of fact, 
many propositions were afterwards rejected 
upon questions of order. Upon the whole, the 
motion waa irregular. It was in no way 
civic, It reflected upon a body of citisene, and 
upon tha administration of tho law, and would, 
if carried, pledge the Council to a decision 
which they haa no power whatever to carry 
nut. Until some definite icoanii was assigned 
ho could not fool himself called upon to resign 
the posit Ion in which he had been legally 
placed, and to contribute by the payment of 
a flno to tha funds of the city. 

Motion for adjournment was then put, end 
negatived upon division by a majority of 13 
to t.
